Greeley Meets Bis Daughters 


POBTSMOCTH, N. "H., August 2.—Early this 


morning Mrs. Greeley same over to the city 
to Admiral Wells' residence and then took her 
two little daughters who bad remained daring 
the night with their grandmother at Bockmg- 
bam bouse, over to the admiral's to see their 
father. 
Major Greelev was overcome with 


emotion at the sight of his little ones. 
At 


noon Surgeons Gannell and Head visited the 
Constitution to examine into the physical con- 
dition of the survivors of the Greeley ezpedi 
tion. Heneral Hazen accompanied the surgeons 
and at the conclusion of the examination the 
surgeons decided that the survivors were well 
enough to be transferred to the war depart- 
ment to be cared for ashore. Secretary Chand- 
ler directed the men to be turned over to Gen- 
eral Hazen, who, on the advice of the surgeons, 
directed the survivors to ba kept at the navy 
yard for hospital treatment ten days or a fort- 
night. 
The survivors gently protested against 


this, saying they were entirely able to care for 
LheraselveSj but General Hazel firmly per- 
sisted, saying what the department was doing 
was for their own good. The surgeons and 
General Hazen then went to Admiral Wells' 
residence where Major Greeley was questioned 
as to his condition; he replied he was well in 
every way except that he was weak. The sur- 
geons gave it as their opinion that Greeley 
would require great care, his condition being 
rather unfavorable. He has gained flesh at the 
rate of two or three pounds daily, but it is soft 
and flabby and contains no muscular strength. 
Ihe rest of the survivors also gained flesh too

A Strange Experience. 


Mr. C N. Davis, of Chicago, who has been 


weat several weeks,passed through Bismarck last 
Friday on his way east, and related a veiy 
strange and somewhat romantic 
experience 


which befell him in the Yellowstone valley. 
He bed been on a hnct several days and had 
met with \eiy little success in the way of cap- 
>uring game. His supply of provisions soon 
»ave out and he was compelled to depend npon 
game for food. After meandering about stv- 
eral hours tired and hungry, the day following 
the exhaustion of his supply of food, he met 
two Indian boys between eighteen and twenty 
years of age. At first the natives, were some- 
what shy and appeared to care very little for 
the cultivation of an acquaintance, bnt discov- 
ering that their visitor was destitute of food 
and needed assistance, they immediately built a 
fire and prepared a generous meal from the 
supply of provisions which they had in their 
packs. Mr. Davis said that he never ate a meal 
with sneh relish. He was hungry and weary, 
and the Indian boys seemed like meseengers of 
specUl providence. It was about 4 o'clock in 
the afternoon when the lepast was over and the 
lucky Davis was treated to a smoke from the 
pipes and tobacco of his hosts. When evening 
came a tepee was raised and the Chicago hunter 
was invited to sleep beneath its humble cover- 
ing. At first he was inclined to refuse, bnt the 
young aboriginees insisted, and as he was sev- 
eral miles from his own camp, for tbe first time 
in his Ufa be occupied the same tent with artists 
of the scalping knife and tomahawk. He con- 
fessed to the reporter a slight sensation of 
alarm when he reclined npon the Indian blan- 
kets, bat this was soon allayed by sleep. He 
was not awakened until late in the morning, 
when be arose to find breakfast awaiting him 
and the Indian youths standing ready to greet 
him with a smile. The hospitality of these 
simple, honest hearted boys, wrung from him 
fet lings of deepest gratitude, and he offered to 
give them a five dollar bill which they refuse! 
to take, bnt having seen in bis pocketbook 
photographs of his daughter, they pleaded for 
that, offering various trinkets and curiosities in 
exchange. The photograph was given them and 
they danced about thettpse in the wildest glee, 
embracing and ki^siog ;he picture affection- 
ately. Mr. Davis eaid it wasn't a very pleasant 
scene for him, but the inncctant Indians bad 
been so lavish in their kindness that he was 
only too glad to pleasa them so easily. Whei 
he reached out his hand to bid them goodbye, 
he via] surprised to see the younger one burst 
forth in tears and the older youth tnrn sadly 
away. At last, as he was abont to leave him, 
both c'nog tightly to him and pleaded with 
him to remcia with them. Of conrse he could 
not enti r.ain such a proposition and'left his 
two bumble benefactors in Fadness. It was 
indeed a strange and somewhat poetical expe 
rience.

Ix is understood that the Northern 


Pacific will make a .slight redaction in 
wheat rates to Dnlnth this season, vary- 
ing from ljz£ to 2 cents per bushel. Con- 
sidering the present outlook for low 
prices, this reduction may be looked upon 
by the farmer as insignificant and insuf- 
ficient. Doubtless good arguments can 
be produced in defense of their claims, 
but there are many sides to the question 
of transportation rates that ought to be 
considered. The prosperity of the North- 
ern Pacific means the prosperity of the 
country through which it runs. The 
road will carry this year from-ten to fif- 
teen million bushels of wheat. Thus it 
will be seen a reduction of 1% to 2 cents 
means a shrinkage in the company's rev- 
enue of from two to three Hundred thous- 
and dollars. Of course this loss will be 
made up by the increased amount of 
grain carried, yet the farmer should take 
into consideration the fact that the yield 
this year will very much exceed the 
shrinkage in price, and as crops are gen- 
erally good throughout the country high 
prices could not be expected. It is the 
easiest thing in the world to criticise a 
railroad corporatiofy and the disease 
with farmers is especially chronic. The 
management of the Northern Pacific 
realizes the fact that the road is entirely 
defendent in Dakota and Western Min- 
nesota upon the fanning interests and 
that anything don 3 to choke off the 
agricultural interests would react upon 
the company. The TRIBUNE believes, 
all things being considered, that a reduc- 
tion in freight tariff' on wheat is not so 
essential as a reduction on the tariff of 
immigrant movables and railroad land. 
If the company would locate the settler 
for a more reasonable figure it would not 
be long before this region would be en- 
tirely settled, and instead of ten millions 
the road would be called upon to move a 
hundred million bushels of wheat.

As soon as the purlieus of Milnebnrg were 


left, the way down the lakeshofe toward the 
now brilliant bonfires "was difficult) for in the 
darkness one Bad to pick bis steps.. 'Between 
the lake on side and the swamp' on I the other, 
there was a belt of land not morel than fifty 
feet across, and in some places this was di- 
minished by more than half by the encroach- 
ment of Pontchartrain's waves.

There is no doiibt abput it that New York 


is divided into two great classes, the very 
rich and the very poor, and the middling 
classes of reputable, industrious, fair-to-do 
people are gradually disappearing, going up 
in the scale of worldly wealth or down into 
poverty and embarrassment. It seems un- 
questioned that between these classes exists, 
and is rapidly growing, under intentional 
fostering and nurturing of evil men, a dis- 
tinct, pronounced, malignant hatred. 
The 


sneers at Mr. Vanderbilt In the public press 
meet the approbation of hundreds of thou- 
sands of people. Why? He is not a bad 
man, although he never does any good. To 
men who are sensitive as to what other peo- 
ple should do with their money, he appears 
hoggish, but while as the representative of 
corporate selfishness Mr. Vanderbilt stands 
supreme, per se, he is an ea&y-going, well 
enough kind of a person, not good looking, 
not educated, in no sense refined, but, on the 
other hand, not evilly disposed. 


But I should be very sorry to be in Mr. 


Vanderbilt's boots if such times as we had 
hjre in 1863 should be repeated, and Mr. Van 
derbilt is a type of thousands—I use the term 
advisedly—who are rich beyond their ances- 
tors' dream of avarice. There are men here 
worth $10,000,000 and §20,000,000 of whom 
you know nothing. I know one lady, living 
in a magnificent house, whose life is as quiet 
as that of a minister should be, who has given 
away not less than $3,000,000 in five years, 
whose benefactions prior to her death will 
reach not less than §7,000,000, who has in her 
home paintings, statuary, diamonds, precious 
stones, exquisite specimens of gold and silver, 
with costly works of every imaginable art, 
an inside estimate of which is $1,500,000, and 
she is not as rich as many of her neighbors 
by several million dollars. There are men 
here who twenty years ago sold clothes on 
Chatham street, who to-day live at an annual 
expense of §100,000, who wear jewels upon 
their person costing in reasonable stores 
$25,000. 


Come with me in a Madison avenue car any 


day, rain or shine, between the hours of 10 
o'clock in ttre morning and 5 or 6 o'clock in 
the afternoon, and I will find you car after 
car closely packed with ladies in whose ears 
are diamonds worth from $500 to §5,000 each, 
on whose ungloved hands, red and fluffy, 
sparkle fortunes. Walk with me from Stew- 
art's old store, at th"e comer of Ninth street 
and Broadway to Thirtieth street and Broad- 
way any day. I do not mean Sundays, holi- 
days, or special occasions, but all times, and 
I will show you on block after block women 
in sealskin circulars down to their heels, 
worth from $500 to $2,000 each, with diamond 
earrings and with diamond finger rings, and 
other precious stones as well, carrying in 
their hands dainty pocketbooks stuffed with 
money. They represent the new rich with 
which !New York is filling up. 


On that same street, at that same time, I 


can show you men to whom a dollar would 
be a fortune, whose trousers, torn and dis- 
graceful in their tatters, are held about their 
pinched waists by ropes or twine or pins, 
whose stockingless feet shuffle along the pave- 
ment in shoes so ragged that they dare not 
lift them from the pavement, whose faces are 
freckled,whose beards are long and straggling, 
as is their hair, while tbeir reddening hands 
taper at the nails like I claws. How long be- 
fore those claws will' fasten on the newly 
rich? Make no mistakb about it, the feeling 
is born, the feeling j is growing, and 
the 


feeling, sooner or later, will break forth. 
Only last night I walked through Fourteenth 
street, on which there ire but few residences 
left, and in tront of o le, leading from the 
door to the curbstone, vas a canopy, under 
which charmingly £ttired ladies, accom- 
panied by their escorts, went from their car- 
riage to the open door, through which floods 
of light and sounds of music came. I stood 
with the crowd, a big crowd, a moment, and 
there was born this idea of an inevitable 
outbreak, 
unless something is done, and 


speedily done to do away with the prejudice 
which not only exists, but is intentionally 
fostered, against the v ay rich by the 'very 
poor. It would make you shudder to hear 
the way the women sp >ke. Envy, jealousy, 
malignant ferocity, every element needed, 
was there. All that is wanted is a leader. 
In a public building, u icier the charge of one 
of the great departmer ts in this city, there 
are §2,000,000 worth cf valuable property, 
in even thing pertaining to the upper realm 
of art. 
Within a few months an organized 


attempt was made to sack that building. 
The injudicious utterings of a man on 
Blackwell's island suggested the idea to a 
quick-witted reporter who communicated 
with the officers of the department, and, by 
timely police arrang sments, dissuaded the 
ring.

It is now five years: incean event occurred 


which so 'colored niy life, or rather, iso 
changed some of its original colors, that 
I have thought it well to write an ac- 
count of it, deeming that its lessons may be 
of advantage to persons whose situation in 
life is similar to my own.

In a letter to the Bismarck TRIBUNE, 


dated Dijon, France, July 19th, Eli Per- 
kins says of small French farms: 


France is literally one large garden. Every 


inch of Boil is cultivated. In riding from Paris 
to Dij<,n, 150 miles, we counted only thirty cit- 
tle. We aaftr no sheep or* hogs. The fa<ms have 
usually from one to ten acres. Home farms 
have half an acre, and some have as many as 
twenty acres. They are usually from thirty to 
300 feet wide, and from 1,500 to 2,000 feet long. 
There are no fences between them. 


When I asked a French farmer how bis farm 


happened, like as the rest, to he FO long and 
narrow, h" s^V: 


' Ii nas o 'en 'niided no BO often. 
When a 


French farmer dies he divides his farm and one 
each f>f hi«. children has an equal share. 
He 


always divides it lengthwise, sf> as to give eacb 
one a long strip. I The locg strips are easily 
cultivated becans&we plough lengthways. These 
strips always ran borth and south, go the Bun 
can shine into tbercwR.'' 


"How large is your farm?" I asked. 
"My father's farm was 300 feet wide and 2,000 


feet long. When he died my brother bad half. 
Now my farm is 150 feet wide and 2,000 feet 
long. It is quite a large farm. There ore 
many farms mnch smaller than mine." 


"What do you plant in it?'' I asked. 
"Bee over there/' he said, pointing to what 


•seemed to be a gigantic piece of striped caroet, 
"is a strip of wheat 60 feet wide. Then comes 
a atrip of potatoes 25 feet wide. Then comes 
forty feet of oats, then 10 feet of carrots, 20 
feet of alpbalpha (clover), ten feet of margel- 
wnrzels, 5 feet of onions, 5 feet of cabbages, 
and the rest is in flowers, peas, currants, goose- 
berriss, and little vegetables." 


"Can yon support yonr family on a farm 159 


feet wide and 2,003 feet long?" I asked; for 
the narrow strip seemed like a man's door- 
yard in America. 


"Support my family?" he exclaimed. "Why, 


the farm is too large for us. I rent a part of it 
now." 
. 


"Bat yonr hoase,"Isaid, "where is that?' 
"O, that is in town. Five families of us live 


in one boose there. My wife and I come out 
every morning to'work and go in at night." 


"Does your wife always work in the field!" I 


askecf. 
' 


"Yes. My wife1," he continued, pointing t,o a 


bare-footed and bare-headed woman, at least 
six feet around the waist, "she can do more 
work tban I can. She pitches the hay to me on 
the stack. 
All French women work in the 


field. Why not? They have nothing to do at 
home." 


This is true. The wife of a French, English, 


Irish, ot German fanner hag nothing to do at 
home. They do not "keep hotdw" like the 
wives of American farmers, 
llhey have no 


houses to keep. The huts they l%e in are like 
stables. They live in the same building with 
their bones, hens and pig". They never wash a 
floor. There is never a table cloth. They live 
like bratee. The handsome farmhouse, off by 
itself, sorronnded by trees and gardens, dees 
not exist in France. They live no better and 
are really no better off than were the slaves of 
the south before 
! the war. ' French farmers 


always congregate in littie tumble down vil- 
lages situated about two miles apart. 
These 


villages may have' been built three hundred 
years ago. The rra>£a are moss covered, the 
houses are dirty, and remind one of a county 
poorhonse in New England. 


Give Us This Day Oar Daily llailroad 


Here it is a gain. The Chicago Tribnne of 


July 31st comes out with glaring headlines 
announcing the advrnt of- another new railroad 
to be bu'.lt to Bismarck. The Tribune says: 


"C. F. Hatcb,president of the WiEconsin.Min- 


nesota & Pacific railway, end O. J. Ives, presi- 
dent of the Bmlingtop, Cedar Rapids & North- 
ern, held a-conference yesterday for the purpose 
of considering the plans for building jointly a 
new line from Water town, Dak., to Bismarck, 
Dak., on the Northern Pacific. As stated yes- 
terday, the Burlington.Cedar Rapids & Northern 
is now building an extension from Imke Park, 
la., to Watertown, a distance of 160 miles, which 
will be completed by next October. Tne Wis- 
consin, MinrtS)ta & Pacific has also BOVT in 
course iif construction a line from Morton, 
Minn., tbe western end of the Minneapolis & 
St Louis, a line to Watertown, Dak., a distance 
of 125 miles. At this latter point the two roads 
join, and from thrre they will build jointly to- 
Bismarck, a distance Of about 2 '5 miles. This 
extension will give the Burlington.Cedar Rapids 
& Northern a direct line to Bismarck from 
Ch csgo, Burlington, Cedar Rapids, etc., and 
the Minneapolis & St. Louie will secure a direct 
outlet to Bismarck from Si. Paul and Minne- 
apolis. As these extensions run through .the 
most fertile eecticn of Dakota they expect to> 
secure a large traffic when completed, and both 
the Burlington, Cedar Bapidd & Northern and 
Minneapolis & St. lonis roads will be greatly 
benefited by materially shortening their routes 
to Oregon and the Pacific coast. The surveys 
on the new extension from Watertown to Bis- 
marck are now being made, and active work of 
construction will be commenced early in the 
spring and the line completed during the eum- 
mcr." 


from Medorn to the Black 
Pioneer Press: The Marquis de Mores was 


in St. Paul yesterday arranging the prelimina- 
ries for the opening of bis stage line between 
Uedora and tbe Black Hills. He visited the 
Northern Pacific officials, and has the assurance 
of the support of the latter in the scheme. He 
was enthusiastic over tbe prospecte, and stated 
the line would be in operation within tbe next 
eighteen days. There will be three coaches 
every week from each point, and the Marquis is 
confident tbe venture will be successful. The 
freight building at Medom, which in being 
erected by tbe Northern Pacific and the Mar- 
quis, is nearing completion, and will be ready 
for business as eoun as desired. From the pres- 
ent outlook tbe Marquis is of the opinion that 
the opposition line from Belfield will be con- 
tinued, but he anticipated getting his share of 
the business. The Northern Pacific is interested 
in the Medora route and the Marquis is per- 
fectly satisfied with the prospect ahead.

On my last trip I was just 
three weeks on my ranch and just twenty-one 
days, of sixteen hours each, in the saddle, either 
after cattle—taking part in tbe 'round-up,' or 
hunting. I never kill for the mere sport, bat 
make some use of the game. The last buffalo I 
shot was an old bull. I bave been collecting a 
lot of beads with which to decorate the hall of 
my country home. I have precious little sym- 
pathy with Anglo mania, and have always ad- 
mired a thorougly American sport like hunting 
of the large game of the west, with a Winches- 
ter or Sharp's rifle, on the back of one of the 
tough caynses or bronchos. It wonld electrify 
some of my friends who have accused me of

over the plains, day in and day out, clad in a 
buckskin ehirt and leather chaperajoa, with a 
big s mbrero on my bead.

' The cowboys are a much misrepresented set 


of people. It is a popular impression that when 
one goes among them he must be prepared to 
shoot.

I have taken 
part with them in the 'rounding up,' have eaten, 
slept, hunted and herded cattle with them, and 
have never had any difficulty. If you choose 
to enter rum shops with them or go on drinking 
sprees with them it is a? easy to get into a diffi- 
culty out there as it wonld be in New York, or 
anywhere else. But it a man minds his own 
business and at the same time shows that he is 
fully prepared to assert his rights—if he is 
neither a bully or a coward and keeps out of 
places in which he has no business to be, he will 
get along as Uell as in Fifth avenue. I have 
found them a most brave, and hospitable set of 
men. 
There is no use in trying to be overbear- 


ing with them, for they won't stand the least 
assumption of Superiority, yet there are many 
places in oun cities where I should feel less safe 
than I would among tbe wildest cowboys of the 
West."
